ment of the Obfervator

is no Argument, unlefs both the Law and the 
Goftt were the A of the People. 1 think 
this Confequence is Plain. 


(2.) Behearfal. 1 might have Anfwer’d him 
otherwife. And fhew’d his Miftake in fay- 
ing, That the Law was Repeal’d by the Gof- 
pel, For our Bleffed Saviour came not to 
Defiroy the Law but to Fulfilit. And he 
faid it was Eafier for Heaven and Earth to 
Pafs away, than one Tittle of the LAW to Fail 
till all be Fulfilled. The Fulfiling of a Type 
or a Prophefie is its Perfection. But the 
Repealing of a thing is its Deftruétion, 

[ gave not this Anfwer, becaufe, my 
Defign was not to Expofe the little S&d 
in Divinity he Learn’d in the Privat Aca- 
denies. That was not Worth the while. 
It is pretty Nororsoxs to all the Nation. 
But I took him upon our Prefent Subjeét 
that of Government, and fhew’d how he 
makes the Holy Scriptures, and both the 


- Old and New Law to be Deriv’d from and 


Dependent upon the Power of the People. 
And from the Civil Magiftrat, as Deriving 
his Power from the People. 


(3.) Conntry-m. Then if the Holy Scrip- 
tares, the Law, and the Go/pel Derive their 
Authority from the Civil Magiftrat, under 
the People; And that the Repealing (as they 
wou'd have it) of the Lam by the Go/fpe! 
Is a Proof, that we are not Bound by the 


Aéts of ottr Perdeceffors, but may Alter and 
Repeal them as we think fic ; Ie will follow 
that we may Repeal the Gofpel too, as being 
the Ad of our Predeceffors, And all the Holy 
Scriptures; And that the Parliament may 
make a new Bible for us, of as Good Au- 
thority as what we now have!

($+) Countryom. If the Authority of the 
Gofpel Depends upon the Civil Magiffrat and 
the Peoplr, then the Autherity of Chriff, the 
Author of the Gofpel, muft Depend on them 
coo. And it will follow, That he was Juftly 
Condemsn’d by Pilat, who had the Concurrence 
of the People, for it is faid, Lwk. xxiii. 23. 
That the Voices of the People prevail’d with him 
to have Chrift Crucify’d. 


(6.) Rebearf. You are Driving things, 








Country-Man, to what Height you can to Ex- 
pofe this Principle of Power in the People. 
But (Alafs !) You cannot go further than 
thefe men will in Exprefs terms own ! This 
Bitter Root has of late Years, Spread ftrangely 
among Us.

And he makes the Holy Sacrament no more 
than Drinking a Health or Remembrance to 
an Abfent Fiend; And fays a Woman may 
Begin the /7ealth as well as any other.
